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Foreign Aid During the Revolution

At a recent m eeting of th e Daiigli- 
ter« of the ItevoJution, Miss Olivia 
O.' D unlap read a very valuable and

KJeKalb, Steuben, Kosciusko, Im- 
fa ^ e t^ . T h e m ajority of those vol- 
uàtéer» were French, but several of 
thW m ore dlstingulflhed cam e from 
other lands. 
As wo w an der back­ 
ward over the pages of history and 
read of the heroic lives of our for- 
e i ^ aid we realize th a t tr u e life is 
m öre beautiful, rom antic and fas­ 
cinating th at fiction. 


T h ere was Kosciusko, the Polish 
hero, 
Baron de 
Kalb, 
th e loyal 
companion of Lafayette, and lastly 
was B aron Von Steuben, the G reat 
^Frederick veteran destined In the 
'minds of the American people, to 
head this roll of illußtrious foreign­ 
ers w as'L afay ette who with yt)uthhil 
enthiisla«in left wife, fortu ne and 
•great social position to serve freely 
th e cause of A merican liberty. 


On Ju n e 29th, •17,21 in beautlfui 
Alsace, à child wae born, who in 
later years gave his life In defense 
of the colonies across th e waters, 


IBarop John De Kalb was trained 
in the Fréhch ärm y and in 1762 
visited th e Anglo-American as a se­ 
c re t a g e n t of th e F ren ch govern­ 
ment. 


H é w as a brlgldier In the French 
Service Wfhen on 
^November 
7th, 
1 7 Î6 he m a d ^ w ith F rank lin and 
Sllaß D eane an engagemenit to serve 
in th e forces of revolted colonies; 
and la 1777 he acconnpanied lÆfay- 
ett'é! to America. 
He was loyaly re­ 
ceived by thé A m ericans and spent 
th e rem ainder of his llfo In loyal 
service. 
C o n g re ^ appointed him a 
Major 
G eneral 
Septem l)er 
loth,' 
1777, a fte r which 'he joined 
the 
m ain arm y under W ashington and 
was active in th e event n ear Phila­ 
delphia which preceded 
th e 
e n ­ 
cam pm ent a t Valley Forge. He serv­ 
ed in New Jersey and M aryland till 
In April 1780. 
(He was sen t with 
two thoucand m en to reinforce Gen­ 
e ral Xiincoln, 
then 
IjesiegJed 
In 
Charleston b ut arrived too late. 


W h en th e new s of Lincoln’s dis­ 
aster reached th e north and 
the 
people demam ied th a t O ates “ the 
hero of S arato g a” then in retire­ 
m ent be sent to retrieve th e south, 
congress 
y ie ld e d ^ to th e demand, 
though W ashington wished to send 
Green an d Oatee 
h u rried 
to the 
'Hillsborough to take com m and of 
an arm y th a t needed every thin,i, 
but m ost of all, a jndicioue leader; 
which O ates w as not. 
Do K alb w as 
'eeçond 
in com m and un der Gates 
and in thQ disastrous b attle 
of 
Camden, A ugust 16th, 1780 he was 
a t th e head of th e M aryland and 
T>eleware troo-ps, who 
m aintained 
their 
ground till Cornwalliß con­ 
centrated his whol<ï force upon th em 
Ho 
fell 
pierced 
w ith 
eleven 
wounds'ÎA th e charge uivon his regi­ 
m ent béfore th e y gave up. 
iHe died 
a t C am den th ree days later. 
To day 
his body rests In the sunny south­ 
land wh,ere he so bravely defended 
the 
colonies. 
In 18.25 
a 
m onu­ 
m ent w as erected to h is memory. 


S a c k of this m on um en t to day

I t eeem s an ideal spot for our 
brave eoldler to rest In the city 
bearjng th e n am e o f Lord Cam ­ 
den, th a t illustrious m an who said 
In th e English 
P arliam eni 
in 
1765, “T h e forefathers 
of A m er­ 
icans, did ho t leave 
th eir 
native 
country 
and 
subject 
them selves 
to every danger and distress to he 
reduced to a state of slavery. 
They 
did h o t give up 
their rights. 
They 
expected protection, 
no t 
chains, 
from the m other country.” 


Baron von Steuben. 


Of all the foreign 
officers 
who 
served under W ashington during the 
w ar of Independence, th e Baron von 
Steuben was in m any respects thé, 
most impot'tant. 
M ember of a noble 
fam ily which for five centuries ha:d 
heeü distiiigul^Çied ln th e . local an­ 
nals of Magd^buti;, Steuben was one 
of th e "best educated a h d ’m ost exper­ 
ienced soldier 
o t 
Q ermany. . His 
grandfather, an able, theologian, was 
a well know n 
auilior 
of a critical 
tre a tlfs In t^e New T estam ent; his 
uncle an 
em inent 
m athem atician, 
had been the Inventor of a new sys­ 
tem of fortification. 


H Ib father had seen h alf a century 
of honorable service In the corps of 
engineers. 
He had him self held the 
ran k of first lieutenant at the be­ 
ginning of the seven years war, and 
after excellent service i n ‘ the battle 
of Prague-Rosesback and K unusdorf 
he w as raised to a 
position on the 
staff of F red erick the Great. 


Ac tl^e end of the w ar when tiie 
th rltty king reduced his arm y and 
Blucher with oth er officers afterw ard 
famous, left the service, Steuben re­ 
tired to private life, w ith the honor- 
, 
arÿ ra n k of general of the circle of 
Swabia. 
F o r m ore th a n ten year^ 
he was grand m arshall to the Prince 
of 
Hollenzollen-Hichengen. 
Then 


ecretly contemplated by the French 
Qinistry and the astute Vergounes 
knowing that the chief defect of our 
arm ies lay In their wanft of organiza­ 
tion and disclplino saw in the scien- 
tliic G erman soldier an efficient in­ 
strum ent for remedying 
the 
evil,- 
After much hesitation Steuben was 
persuad ed to undertake th e task. 
That bis arrival on the scene might 
excite no heart burning among the 
American officers the honorary rank 
which he held in Germany was trans­ 
lated by Vergennes into the rank of 
lieutenant general, which the Ameri­ 
cans would at once 
recognize 
as 
more eminent than any position ex­ 
isting in their own army except that 
of commander-in-chief. 
Knowing no 
English Steuben took with him as 
secretary and interpreter the youth­ 
ful Pierce 
Duponceau, 
afterward 
famous as a lawyer, and etill more 
famous as a phlloglst. 


They came ashore at Portsm outh 
on a frosty December day. 


At Boston John Hancock furnish- 
ad the party with 
sleighs, 
drlvarr; 
and saddle horses for 
the 
inland 
Journey of more than four hundred 
miles to York. 
During this cheerful 
voyage, which it to ok'three weeks to 
;porform, Steuben’s heart was warm­ 
ed tow ard his new country by the 
reminiscences of the seven 
year’s 
war, which he frequently encounter­ 
ed. 


The nam e of Frederick was deserv­ 
edly popular In America and his fa­ 
m iliar features decorated the sign 
board of many a wayside Inn, while 
on the coffee room wails hung quaint 
prints with doggerel 
verses 
com­ 
m em orating RoBsbach and 
Luthen 
along with Luresburg and Quebec. 
On arriving at York the 
German 
general was received / by congress 
with distinguished honors; and this 
time the confidence given to a train­ 
ed European soldier turned out to 
be well deserved. 


A fter his interview with congress 
Steuben repaired at once to Valley 
Forge where W ashington 
was not 
slow’ in recognizing his ability nor 
was Steuben on tlie other hand at, 
a loss to perceive in the ragged and 
motley array which he passed In re­ 
view, the 
existence 
of 
soldierly 
qualities which needed nothing so 
much as training. 
““Disregarding the English custom 
which looked upon the drilling 
of 
soldiers as work fit only 
for 
ser­ 
geants, he took m usket in hand and 
showed what was to be done. 
Alert 
and untiring he worked from morn­ 
ing until night in showing the men 
how to retreat or change front wlth- 
Ing falling into dlecord, how to per­ 
form in short, all the rapid and ac­ 
curate movements 
for which 
the 
Prussian army had become famous. 
It was a revalation to the American 
troops; generals, colonels and cap­ 
tains were fired by the contagion of 
his example, and his trem endous en­ 
thusiasm , and for several 
montlis 
the cam p was converted into a train­ 
ing school, in which m aster and pu­ 
pils worked with incessant and fur­ 
ious 
energy. 
Von 
Steuben 
was 
struck with the quickness with which 
the common soldiers learned their 
lesson. 


In May, 17T3, after three months 
of such work Von Steuben was ap­ 
pointed inspector general of the ar­ 
my. 
The reform s which he intro­ 
duced were said to have saved more 
th an 80i0,000. F ren ch lives to the 
U nited States. 
No accounts 
had 
been kept of arm s and accoutrement 
and owing to the careless, good na­ 
ture which allowed every recruit to 
carry home his m usket as a keep­ 
sake; there had been a loss of from 
five to eight thousand muskets an­ 
nually. 
During the first year of von 
S teuben’s 
Inspectorship 
less 
than 
tw'enty muskets were lost. 
Half the 
arm y at Valley F d r g r were found by 
von Steuben without bayonets. 
The 
A m erican soldier had 
no faitli in 
this weapon, 
because 
he did not 
k n o w ,how to use it. 
W hen he did 
not throw It away he adapted it ..to 
culinary purposes, holding on 
its 
point the beef which he roasted be­ 
fore his 
camp fire. 
Yet 
in little 
more than a year after von Steuben’s 
arrival we shall 
see an American 
colum n without firing a gun storm 
the w orks at Stony Point in one of 
the most spirited bayoivet ciharges 
know n in history. 
I t w’ls von Steu­ 
ben w'ho first tau g h t the American 
arm y to understand ti e value bf an 
eiîiclent staff. 
The wi nt of ëuclï a 
staff was severely felt ; t the battle 
of Brandywine, b\it.bc£ora the end 
of th e war W ashlhgton; had becoihe 
provided with a staff th a t Frederick 
need not have despised. 


W hile busy w ith all these labor­ 
ious reforms the good baron found 
tim e to prepare a new code of dis- 
hav© no'need of a sword; II have ho 
d p llh e and tactics 
Prussian 


experience, b ut ad apted to the pecu­ 
liar cdhdltlons of American warfare, 
aiid this excellent m anu el held Its 
place koon aftér the. death of 
Its 
a u th o r as the Blue Book of our ar­ 
m y . 
Von Steuben provqd himself a 
thorough m ilitary s’cjiolar; lie was 
not only able to teach but to learn, 
and In thé a rt of w arfare there was 
ohé lesson E urope nôw learned from 
America. 
In wood! uid fights with 
the Indians it had bop.n found ile- 
sirable to act In loof n ooiurans, which 
could easily sépara' > to fall behind 
trees and unite a t I;.'ief notice; and 
In th is way there dc oloped a kind of 
light Infantry pec'. !ar to America 
and especially adap 
for skirm ish­ 
ing. Reduced to sr 
ntlflc shape by 
von St®uben and i ').io:‘boa with aU 
the other military 
nov/ledgo of the 
age by liapolean I'.isa light Infantry 
liave come to p' v a great part on 
the European b<ittle fields of 
ihe 
tw entieth 
century, 
yon 
Steubeu 
to ok part in the selge of York town 
a n d spent^ all his fortune, clothing 
his men. 


T hroughout the w ar lio proved no 


lineage were already 
settled 
and 
where the state of New York pre­ 
sented him with a farm of 16,000

This Polish patriot studied a t the 
m ilitary academy of W arsaw, 
and 
v.as sent to the military school at 
Versailles to complete his studies a t 
th e expelnse of the state. 


On his retu rn to iPoland hi^ rose 
to the rank of captain. 
At this time 
in his life a beautiful maiden cross­ 
ed his pathway, the daughter of the 
M arshal 
of L ithuania. 
oKsclusko 
fell passionately in love .with 
her. 
His love was unrequited. 
This 
in- 
duceid him to leave his own country. 
He em'barked for America. 
In so do­ 
ing blazing the way for the thousands 
of his country who have in

year, in the hom e of disappointment, 
em barked for America, the land of 
the brave and free. 
In America he 
received a commission as an officer 
of engineers, Oct. il*8, T77C, and re­ 
paired to his posts with his trooüîs 
under Gates.

179'2j Kosciusko held a position at

Empress C ath arin e he 
rq|:ired

Leipsic. 
At the rising of his country 
m e n in 1794, Kosciusko was appoint­ 
ed dictator and commander-in-chief. 
His défeat of a greatly superior force 
of Russians was followed by a ris­ 
ing of the Poles In W arsaw.

Among millions of the human race

very rare. 
'It happens that the ab­ 
dominal skin of the ICaslimirB 
is 
fre<iuently burned and irritated by 
the braziers they carry. 
The deduc­ 
tion seems fair that the usual ap­ 
pearance of cancer in this locality 
Is due to the burning «nd irritation. 
In fact no case of cancer of the 
uninjured eltin of the legs, liack 
or chest lias been recorded. 
Tlie 
practical deduction from this eXiperi- 
ment in nature is to 1>e careful of 
our scars, to avoid 
in,vuries and 
■burns and if sul>jectod to them to 
have them .properly and carcfully 
treated at once.

Formerly a sprain was ¡lelined a 
“A wrench or «train resulting 
in 
stretching and laceraticn 
of 
the 
soft parts without external wound.” 
In the light of scientific ]trogress 
thl8 definition requires some modi- 
flcatlon and the following definition 
seems more true to the facts. “ When 
the muscles in a joint are carried 
beyond their normal and physiolog­ 
ical (natural) limitations owing to 
some wreflohing or twisting form of 
violence, and the soft 
structures 
•which bind the component bones to­ 
gether are overstrf tclied 
or 
torn 
across such an injury is said to bo 
a strain or sprain.’“ 
The first im­ 
portant thiiiiT al)out the detfinitioii 
of a eiprain Is that it does not have- tlonal. 


injury. 
Xo sprain should be looked 
upon lightly, but should l>e .sub­ 
jected to a careful e.vaminatlon to 
determine accurately tlie character 
and extent of tho injury.

An act creating a child -welfare 
bureau was recently iplaced, with 
tho president's a'i)ii)roval, on our na­ 
tional statute books. 
This legisla­ 
tion had been «arnestly and contin­ 
uously advocated for several yearn 
by progressive men and women and 
(Itiring its pendency in congress no 
reasonable argument was over ad­ 
vanced against it. 
(Certain conserv­ 
ative Btatesmon were shocked that 
“rhiltlren wore to be treated 
like 
idgti/' .l)iit they were sileticed by 
the retort of the more onl'.ghtened 
tliat as a matter of fact, pigs were 
being Itettcr treatcil by the federal 
government than children, since the 
government has for years gathered 
and disseminated information con­ 
cerning the welfare of pigs, but tho 
questions relating to the life, health 
and welfare of children it has left 
almost untouched. 


The new i»ureau will bo part of 
tlie Department of Commerce'! 
and 
irabor. 
Its duties and functionn will 
be wiiolly educational. It will make 
investigations, collect 
information, 
classify, digest and publish i f and 
furnish it on application to state, 
municiipal and other authorities, as 
well as to ,private liodles or per. o 
u .h . 
It will study laws and ordinances 
bearing on child labor, (’.ducatlou. 
play, discipline, juvenile courts and 
like Institutions and all measures 
or proposed measures dei-igned to 
jirotect. reclaim or healthfully de­ 
velop childhood. 


The work of this bureau is as­ 
sured of success ])y the appointment 
l)y the president of Miss .lulia Lath- 
rop of Chicaigo as Hh director and 
chief of the institution and her fit­ 
ness for tho position Is quite excop-
